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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Nguyen et al (U.S. 6377354) disclose method 
for printing documents which contain graphic and text objects. The graphic objects are combined transparently as evident in Figure 4 and 
column 7, lines 54-61. Speciner et al(U.S. 5959867) disclose creating a list of objects depending on conditions of the object( column 2, 
lines 28-37). Using the teachings of Speciner et al in combination with Nguyen et al, a list of transparent graphic objects can be created. 
Nguyen et al teaches to combine the graphic and text objects transparently implying that the graphic objects are transparent. As shown 
in Figure 3b, graphic objects that do not overlap with text are still drawn to bitmaps (Figure 3b, reference 148, 150). Thus graphic objects 
are transparent and converted to bitmaps. Nguyen et al teaches to divide documents into regions of texts and graphics (column 8, lines 
24-26) thus the graphic objects are distinguished over other objects and since they are transparent it is equivalent to creating a list of 
transparent graphic objects. Nguyen et al show plurality of text words overlapping a transparent graphic object (Figure 4, reference 174, 
176).. 
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
